Japanese stormed to the ancient 
walla of Nanking in the heart of 
republican China. - 
The government had abandoned 
the capital find thousands had fled, 
but still within the city were. 17 
Americans, some other foreigners 
and many natives. 
Eight Americans took refuge on 
a United States gunboat. 
Sharply contrasting implements 


of war—modern bombing planes 
' and medieval scaling ladders- 
were brought into play 
by the 
Japanese. 
Ninety warplanes swarmed over 
the city to unleash a terrific bom- 
bardment, prior to the efforts of 
the land forces to scale the mas- 
sive walls of Nanking with lad- 
ders. 
Japanese said a spearhead of the 
main forces had not yet reached 
the city proper but was "progress- 
ing -satisfactorily and according to 
schedule." 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek, 
China's 
leader, 
and 
Madame 
Chiang, head of the nation's air 
force, were reported to have left 
Nanking by airplane for Nan 
chang, capital of interior Kiangsi. 
The Japanese feported they had 
blocked all exits from Nanking on 
the south, and that troops had 
closed in toward the Yangtze river 
which curves around the western 
and northern areas of the city. 
Except in the Nanking area, Chi- 
nese spokesmen said their troops 


• were more than holding their own. 
Flying columns of Chinese com- 
munist armies were said to be or- 
ganizing a force of 100,000 to 
harass the invaders in north China. 
One Chinese force was said within

Fried, 32, small, dark com- 
plexioned Bronx office manager of 
the Colonial Sand & Stone com- 
pany, vanished Saturday night. A 
few hours after his car was found 
abandoned in a lonely section on 
the outskirts of White Plains, it 
waa reported he had been abducted 
and was being held for ransom, 
the amount varying from $100,OOC 
to $200,000. 
His family, meanwhile, repeated 
denials they knew anything of a 
kidnaping, holding to the belief 
Fried had disappeared voluntarily, 
"So far as our investigation is 
concerned," Chief of Police Wil- 
liam Miller said, "Fried is still 
missing person, nothing more." 
'One investigator disclosed that 


one of Fried's five brothers, Hugo 
followed the instructions of an 
anonymous telephone caller nnd 
went to an unnamed safe where 
he had found a ransom note.

Nebraska Weed Produces Chemical 


for Treatment of Skin Diseases 


After several years of labora- 
tory experimentation with a west- 
ern Nebraska weed, which has 
been found to yield a volatile oil 
containing a medicinal substance 
known aa carvacrol. Dr. J. B. 
Burt, chairman of the department 
of pharmacy at the University of 
Nebraska, has produced several 
new chemical 
compounds with 
"double barreled" antiseptic effec- 
tiveness. 
One of these is known 
as chlormercurl carvacrol, a new 
laboratory 
product which is a 
mercury derivative of carvacrol. 
The ointment may become one 


of th« most important prepara- 
tions used In the treatment of such 
troublesome skin diseases as ath- 
lete's foot, ring worm, psoriasis, 
and Impetigo. If the new antisep- 
tic proves as successful as a lim- 
ited number of tests would indi- 
cate, the weed, monarda pcctlnata, 
n mint like plant, may in time b« 
one of tho state's prize crops.

author of the bill, vigorously op- 
posed McNary's proposal on the

that ' the amendment 


would make the program tempo- 
rary, would handicap its effect 
and that President Roosevelt had 
requested a permanent program 
which congress by resolution last 
session agreed to enact. 
Senator 
Schwellenbach 
( 
Wash.) said that a temporary 
measure might frustrate the ever 
normal granary plan by providing 
in advance that the stored up com- 
modities might be thrown on the 
market in 1940—thus depressing 
prices in advance. 
McNary replied that the philos- 


ophy of the ever normal granary 
would depress prices anyway. 
In the house, Speaker Bank- 
head (d., Ala.) hoped to reverse 
a test vote that removed wheat 
marketing quotas from the farm 
bill, prevent complete rejection of

Claims Upheld by Board 


of Tax Appeals.

board of tax appeals absolved th» 
late Andrew^ W. Mellon of charged 
of income tax fraud and reduced 
government claims on the finan- 
cier's 1931 taxes from 13,075,103 to 
approximately $760,000. 
Dismissing' six of the ten issue* 
on which the government based its 
claims for additional Income taxes 
and penalties, 
the board upheld 
three government contentions and 
compromised on a fourth 
The decision left the exact 
amount of the deficiency assess- 
ment against the estate of the 
former secretary of treasury in 
doubt. Government attorneys said 
that with interest, the total would 
approximate $750,000. Counsel for 
the estate estimated the deficiency 
at $400,000, which with interest 
would bring the total to about 
$540,000. 
Donald D. Shepard, executor of 
the Mellon estate and trustee nt 
the A. W. Mellon education and 
charitable trust, announced that 
Mellon attorneys are studying the 
decision "looking toward an appeal 
to the circuit court of appeals at 
Philadelphia." 
All 15 members of the board ac- 
quiesced in the opinion that no 
fraud was committed. 
Seven ot 
the 15 judges, however, dlsesnted 
on most of the remaining issues. 
The board's opinion, which cov- 
ered the ten salient points in the 
case, ran 125 pages. 
The board found that Mellon'* 
donation of five paintings by old 
masters to the A. W. Mellon edu- 
cational and charitable trust was 
a "valid completed gift." 


Mellon claimed a reduction of 


$3,247,695 for this gift. 
"The petitioner did not file a 
false and fraudulent return with 
the purpose of evading taxes," th» 
opinion said in connection 
with 
this transaction. 
"No part of the deficiency, if 


any, resulting from the recomputa- 
tion consequent hereon, is due to 
fraud with intent to evade taxes."

The pending personnel or merit 
system ordinance, laid over by the 
council 
for 
another 
week, 
is 
objected to because of a theory 
that the personnel board or court 
of review should be made up of 
people entirely divorced from the 
city hall. The ordinance proposes 
a board consisting of the three 
city directors and personnel offi- 
cer. The directors are not hanker- 
ing for the job. 
It now develops that the coun- 
cil offers this merely as a prelim- 
inary plan in order to get started 
with something entirely new. It 
is the official theory that perhaps 
the directors, because of experi- 
ence, will be better able to draft 
rujes and regulations for submis- 
sion and rules are to be the back- 
bone of the system. The setup as 
contained in the ordinance is not 
prpsented as a permanent plan. 
AJtho w i t h o u t an ordinance 
background, a personnel officer 
has been on the job since the 
middle of September. His work 
p r e s u m a b l y has centered in 
studies both of the merit and pen- 
sion systems altho he has made 
some placements. 
Including $275 
from' the pension appropriation, 
the activity to date. has cost 
$927.11 including 
salaries 
and 
$284.02 for miscellaneous items

AIR LINES SYSTEM 


MEETS OPPOSITION 


Representatives of Truckers 


Critics of Commission 


Plan. 


The proposal of the state rail- 
way commission to establish a 
system of truck rates within the 
state based entirely upon air line 
distances 
between 
points 
was 
scheduled 
to 
encounter 
rough 
sledding at the hand^of represen- 
tatives of several truckers associa- 
tions. The morning session was 
devoted to explanations of and 
arguments for the system by Com-. 
miss inner Good, Rate Expert Little 
and his-assistant, Harry C. King. 
They said that railroad mile- 
age was discarded after considera- 
tion, as were a'ao groupings and 
the block system 
used for 
Ex- 
press and rail ratings. The air 
line 
system, 
was defended as 
simplicity itself. Its chief merit 
is that a trucker needs only a 
map and a tape line to find out 
what is the legal charge for a 
haul, and that he need not con- 
sult tariffs containing exceptions 
and other determining factors. 
While railroad rates were not 
used as a basis, the average rate 
is about 90 percent of that charged 
by the railroads. 
Railroad mileage is stable, but 
as new roads are built trucking 
routes will change as roads are 
shortened and improved. Operat- 
ors might use different routes in 
their long hauls, and if the rail 
system plan of basing rates on 
mileage would result in two rates 
for the same haul. The speakers 
said the rates had been made after 
considering competition with rail- 
roads, competition between ship- 
pers and the revenue needs of the 
truckers. 


E. P. Ryan of Grand Island, rep- 
resenting the Nebraska Motor Car- 
riers association, told reporteds 
that he \vould oppose the use of 
air line mileage, and that he had 
a dozen different reasons therefor. 
He said that it would tend to de- 
velop new centers of Jobbing and 
manufacturing, thus disrupting .the 
present system of relationships be- 
tween jobbing centers and Indus- 
trial centers. He thought 
cost 
studies should be made to deter- 


mine if the rates are revenue pro- 
ducing and that meanwhile a sys- 
tem of rates based on fourth class 
rates charged by railroad* be set 
up. 
' 
The commission plan sets up but 
three classes, second class being 
77',3 percent of first cla^s and 
third jzlass 55 percent. 


STATE AWARDS CONTRACT

The W. A. Biba 
Engineering company^ of Geneva 
was awarded the contract for the 
tunnel on its bid of $15,650 and the 
StewaVt Plumbing & Heating com- 
pany of Hastings was given the 
work of instating steam and water 
pipes on its bid of $12,647. The 
tunnel is to be eight feet square 
and 920 feet long. The tunnel will 
connect a new building now beim^ 
finished and with the present sys- 
tem at the Institution and other 
new buildings contemplated.

FAMILY LIFE TOPIC 


DR.REGINAWIEMAN 


Chicago Psychologist 
Says 


We Have No Idea What 


Marriage Means. 
* 


It is "precocious" to be really 


married as soon as five years 
after the ceremony has been per- 
formed, Dr. Regina Wescott Wie- 
man, 
consulting psychologist'from 
Chicago, told the Lincoln public 
school forum in the Park school 
auditorium Tuesday morning. "It 
.usually takes 10, 20, 50 years to 
I* really married," said Dr. Wie- 
man, 
"The 
great 
majority of our 
weddings today do not result in 
marriage," the Chicago psycholo- 
gist asserted. 
"We haven't the 
least ' idea 
of 
what 
marriage 
means." Speaking on the subject, 
"Ufting Family Life to New Re- 
quired Levels," Dr. Wieman of- 
fered a broad criticism of our 
social system as it relates t« 
family life and declared that the 
problem of the family must be 
recognized as one of the most im- 
portant of nil and must be at- 
tacked "on the same basis as we 
attack the great 
religious and 


economic questions." 
Said the speaker, "Our nation 
has made an increasingly large 
dump, and two of our greatest in- 
stitutions, the church and the fam- 
ily, 
are teetering on the edge of 
this dump." Dr. Wieman spoke of 
the 
average 
man's 
failure to 
realize the true import of marriage 


and family. 
Of free love on th* 
nation's university campuses sha 
said. "The young- people have 
gotten to the place where they 
think they are justified." 
Dr. Wiemtgi also had a barb for 
our school system, particularly In 
high school and . university. Sha 
argued that the family must be the 
real training ground to produce 
"the kind of people who will carry 
on community work." The speaker 
said that one of the great necessi- 
ties for the world is "fellow feel- 
ing" among men, and she declared 
that this can come only thru the 
family. 


Marriage, said Dr. Wieman, is a 
vulnerable institution. 
When a 
young couple is married, she said, 
"they find that they have to sup- 
port their little institution built on 
the love motive in it society built 
on the profit motive." She declared 
that both the church and the fam- 
ily must be founded on tKe love 
motive rather than the profit 
motive if they are to serve society 
well. 


Dr. Wieman will address the Lin- 
coln school faculties late Tueuday 
afternoon, and at 8,p. m. she will 
speak to the Forum In a • public 
meeting, with child behavior as her 
topic. Both meetings will be at 
Park school. At 0:30 Wednesday 
she will attend a Forum dinner at 
the chamber of commerce and 
take part in the discussion.

"unfair labor practice" as the 
term is used in the evxisting law, 
known as the Wagner act. 
The labor board's decision is one 
of those fine potato in labor rela 
tiona which are bound to evoke 
considerable discussion and debate. 
The board says thta a rule pro- 
hibiting outside activities during 
working hours "is in itself unob- 
jectionable and within the lawful 
power" of the employer "to adopt 
and enforce," but that, when such 
a. rule haa never been enforced or 
is applied'in such a way as to dis- 
criminate against employes, 
doesn't matter whether the dis- 
charge came under a 
lawfully 
adopted rule or any other kind oi 
• rule, it's a violation of law. 
It appears that, in the case in 
question—the Botany 
Worsted 
Mills of Passaic, N. J., and the 
textile workers' organizing com- 
mittee, a division of the C. I. O. 
—the employes, at various and ir- 
regular Intervals during the day 
when there are 15 to 20 minute in- 
tervals of interrupted work, en- 
gage in conversation and often sell 
lottery tickets to one another or 
solicit funds for dances or drives 
of various kinds, including contrt 
buttons for relief. 


Had Been Disregarded. 


These activities, it is contended 
by the board, were banned by the 
company rules, but, over a period 
of several years nobody was dis- 
charged for violating them. The 
company, moreover, says the board 
took no steps recently "to prevent 
outside activities unconnected with 
the union." 
From tW", the labor 
board 
makes out its case of discrimina- 
tion and adds that ,aitho the rule 
barring outside activities was law' 
ful and proper, It was "either non- 
existent or a dead letter" which 
was "Invoked and applied in a dis- 
criminatory 
fashion." 
The em- 
ploye was ordered to be reinstated 
even tho, in the interim, he had 
obtained a full time job as a 
union organizer. 


The labor board is, of course, 
trying hard to prevent employers 
from using various pretexts to dis- 
courage union activities, but, in 
the case above mentioned, some 
thing rather novel in the field o: 
law i« introdused. Thus, the fac 
that a rule has not been enforced 
is construed to be the same thing 
as if it never had been a rule al 
all.Chief Justice Taft at one tim< 
held that because a law had never 
been questioned as to its const! 
tutionality did not mean that the 
law was necessarily constitutional 


Time Belongs to Employer. 
What right does the labor board 
possess to determine which of the 
rules made by an employer gov 
erning working conditions in hi 
plant may be disregarded due t< 
lax enforcement on his part in the 
past ? The real issue is whether the 
employer has any right to prohibi 
union activity 
during working 
hours. Most unions have concede< 
that the time for which wages are 
paid belongs to the employer in 
the sense that he is entitled ex 
clusively to the workers' time anc 
attention. 
Some union contract: 
specifically 
stipulate that ther 
must be no union membership o 
other union activities during work 
ing hours on on plant property. 
The mistaken policy of the labo 
board is further indicated in an 
other portion of the same decision 
where conflicting evidence wa 
presented. The labor board 
i 
charged with determining 
tin 
facts, and its determination o 
what are the facts is final am 
conclusive when a review is sough 
before a federal court. Hence, i 
is surprising to find this sentena 
in the labor board's opinion in thi 
Botany Worsted case: 
"So much of the evidence re 
lating to Peidl's (employe's) al 
Icged neglect of duty as is con 
flicting is to be weighed in the 
light of the respondent's (employ 
fr'sl animus toward the textil 
workers organizing committee." 
The labor board has a hard ,1o' 
anyway deciding important ques 
tions of employer-employe rela 
tions without seeking to interprc 
what goes on within the rccesse 
of the minds of witnesses apar 
from their sworn testimony.

CITY HALL NEWS. 


Dr. M. P. Arnholt, superintend- 
ent of the city health board, sub- 
mitted the November statement at 
Jhe regular meeting Monday night, 
showing1 the Lincoln water testa 
surpassed all government stand- 
ards for purity. The milk supply 
tests showed all returns well 
within the grade A standards. 
Two rulings by the city attor- 
ney gave legality of establishing a 
milk*, shed for the city to a dia- 
:ance of 25 niilea, which was in- 
terpreted to be a reasonable area. 
The second ruling pertained to is- 
suing permits to milk operators 
and of establishing a reasonable 
fee for the permit. 
The results of smallpox and 
diphtheria teats in parochial schools 
showed the immunity well above 
the average In the city schools. 
This percentage will be even bet- 
ter as the winter progresses, Dr. 
Arnholt stated. A skin tubercu- 
losis test on 112 students at the 
Sacred Heart school revealed one 
healed case and 16 which re- 
sponded positive to X-ray. 
A total of 1,200 people attended 
thehealth lectures given during 
the month of November, Dr. Arn- 
holt's report stated. 
Ordinances scheduled for third

HIKE ARGUED FURTHER 


Commerce Commission De - 
Hies Petition Presented by 


Western States. 


WASHINGTON. t*>. The inter- 
state commerce commission denied 
a six state petition to dismiss fur- 
ther consideration of a request by 
railroads for a 15 percent freight 
increase. 
Commissioner Clyde B. Atchl- 
aon, in charge of the proceedings, 
announced the commission ruling 
after it had conferred on the pe- 
tition presented last week by state 
officials of North and South Da- 
kota, Idaho, Nebraska, Utah" and 
Montana seeking dismissal of the 
carriers' application. 
Ralph Budd, president of the 
Burlington, was cross examined 
at the day's session of the com- 
mission 
concerning a previous 
statement by him that adequate 
railroad credit, produced by the 
517 million dollars the carriers 
are asking, would enable them to 
spend 900 million dollars annually 
for improved plant and equipment. 
Wilbur Laroe, general counsel 
for the shippers steering com- 
mittee, asked him: "With 1938 un- 
certain both as to volume and 
prices do you think it wise at 
this time to make a permanent 
freight rate structure?" 
"I think we can definitely say 
the revenue per ton mile has 
descended to such a low point the 
rates must be raised to give prom- 
ise of a fair return," Budd replied. 
"We have gone far enough in try- 
ing low rates to indicate it is not 
the way out" 
Budd asserted the roads should 
have sought a 20 percent increase, 
observing this boost would give 
"no more" than a fair rate of re- 
turn on property invested. He cal- 
culated a 15 percent boost would 
mean about $9,800,000 additional, 
annually, to the Burlington based 
on traffic during the year ended 
last June 30. 
Commissioner Claude R. Porter 
questioned Budd on the road's in- 
creased operating efficiency, say- 
ing the cost of moving one ton of 
freight 1,000 miles had declined 
from about $11 in 1921 to about $7 
in 1935. 
Budd argued increased efficiency 
was not sufficient to offset in- 
creased costa, adding: "We are 
merely seeking to retrieve a parl 
of the efficiency we have passed 
to the public." 
R, C. Fulbrlght, head of the 
shippers* 
steering 
committee 
asked Budd if it was not possible 
to finance railroad operations thru 
issuance of equipment trust certi- 
ficates at 2 percent less than thru 
bond issues. 
, 
Budd said that was true, but ex- 
plained this method of financing 
with its regular annual maturities, 
should be used only as a tempo- 
rary medium. "Continued use ol 
this form of financing will result 
In serious financial difficulties," he 
said. "It should be used only as a 
temporary medium, never to ex- 
cess."

There 
is no tense in even mentioning the 
diamond suit. The combined hands 
should easily make nine tricks in no 
trump, but probably would fall short 
of the eleven required at a minor 
suit contract. 


Of the 1,348 readers who started 


out sending their answers to me for 
grading Cl.221 actually kept on doing 
so until the very end] only 418 named 
the correct answer. I was shocked 
J)y the number of players that set 
down " two diamonds" as the best 
response. I was prepared for a great 
many three diamond responses be* 
cause, superficially, there appears a 
slam possibility in the combined 
hands. Actually, If the no trump is 
of the approximate four honor trick 
variety, there Is no assurance that 
even five-odd can be made in dia- 
monds and, therefore, I did not ap- 
prove these jump take-outs. Unques- 
tionably, however, as between a two 
and a three diamond take-out, the 
latter is infinitely more constructive. 
There is nothing to be said for two 
diamonds. 


It is quite obvious that many 
players are not on sure ground in the 
field of no trumps and responses. If 
one's partner bids a no trump, the 
next hand passes, and one holds

two diamonds is an admirable re- 
sponse. Why let partner struggle for

South's bidding was based on a long 
and probably solid club suit.

Declarer, with 
no heart protection except the king- 
small, made a determined effort to 
keep East off the lead. He went right 
up with dummy's diamond king. Seven 
club tricks then were rattled off, much 
to West'i discomfort. Ho followed to 
two rounds and then discarded one 
spade, two hearts, and, quite lllog- 
ically, two diamonds. 
Having run 


the clubs, declarer then led the spade 
queen. West won and, after much 
agonizing, laid down the diamond ace, 
dropping' his own partner's queen. 
After taking the diamond ten he had 
to lead hearts, thereby conceding de- 
clarer's heart king, 


West's defense had been highly un- 


imaginative. Declarer's action of put- 
ting up dummy's diamond king on 
the very first play had been absolute 
proof that the queen was in East's 
hand, not in declarer's. All West had 
to do was to blank his spade and 
heart aces and, upon gaining entry 
with either, to lead away from the 
diamond ace to East's queen.

"It is high time farmers revise 
their ideas on marketing," he de- 
clared. ' 'The best thought and 
mental energy should be put on 
marketing which is necessary in 
addition to efficient production." 
Miller told the Farm Bureau 


federation convention that farm- 
ers have been perfectly content 
to let the other fellow do the mar- 
keting of his products despite the 
fact that the welfare of the farm 
depends upon the sale of such 
produce. Farmers, he add, do not 
sell livestock. 
Contrasting marketing of the 
farmers to that of manufacturers, 
Miller related that agriculturists 
are willing to let the other fel- 
low do his marketing. The price 
of farm products has ai^ important 
immediate influence on determin- 
ing the value of the farm land, 
the Omaha man declared in relat- 
ing how the value of Nebraska 
farms and farmsteads have de- 
creased in recent years. 
That Miller believed farmers 


Should have more to say about 
what they get for their products 
was clearly in evidence in his talk. 
Again and again he emphasized 
the need of having efficient live- 
stock marketing along with effi- 
cient production. 
During the early 
afternoon, 
prior to bringing the resolutions 
out on the floor of the convention, 
the 
Farm 
Bureau 
federation 


joined with the Nebraska Hall of 
Agricultural Achievement in hon- 
oing the late Harry D. Lute of 
western Nebraska. 


The Nebraska Federated Garden 
clubs were in session 
Tuesday 


morning with delegates from all 
sections of the state in attendance. 
It was the first time that the or- 
ganization 'has met in connection 
with Organized Agriculture. About

H. C. Filley, University of Ne- 
braska professor of rural eco- 
nomics, said everyone, in the final 
analysis, is paying the cost of 
social security. 
"Employers and employes," he 
said, "are to be taxed to help 
carry the burden of old age and 
unemployment insurance. Insofar 
as 
employes provide the funds 


from which social security bene- 
fits are paid, they actually pay 
the tax. A part of the funds is 
provided by the employers. Since 
the contribution of most if not all 
employers will be greater than 
their net profits have been in 
recent years, it is obvious that 
they must either pass the tax on 
to someone else or go bankrupt."

B J Patterson came to Kearney

Disfigurement Is Not 


Compensable 


Both the compensation court and 
District Judge Lightner having 
held the disfigurement of one s 
face following an accident while 
engaged in the business of one s 
employer is not compehsable under 
the employers liability law Harold 
O Wilson of Central City appealed 
Tuesday to the supreme court 
He 
says that the trial court erred in 
holding that the legislature had 
not include this form of liability in 
the-list of compensable accidents, 
in holding that there was no need 
for further medical or surgical at- 
tention, and in finding that the 
$2,354 paid by his employer, the 
Brown-McDonald company, while 
he wasvbelng treated relieved the 
company of further liability. 


Wilson was manager of a chain 


store at Central City on the day he 
was injured, Sept 7, 1931 He was 
stuffing waste paper into an in- 
cinerator when an explosion oc- 
curred and he was frightfully 
burned about the face 
He was 


given treatment for five years, go- 


ing to Milwaukee and St Louis, 
his bills being paid by th« com- 
pany, or its insurer, the Hardware 
Mutual Casualty company. It is 
claimed his appearance prevents 
him from getting a position for 
which he is fitted 
Judge Lightner said that un- 


doubtedly his disfigurement Is a 
serious handicap to getting em^ 
ployrnent, but as long as he is 
strong physically and has an ac- 
tive mind, the court can do nothing 
for him in the way of compensa- 
tion as the law now stands 
He 
says it should be amended, as the 
law now provides for the loss of 
an ear or an eye The court said 
"His appearance IB not so bad but 
that one gets used to him, and if 
he shows sufficient courage he 
will find a place for himself " 


The court allowed his attorney, 


former Senator Wellensiek, $300, 
saying that the employe was sue 
cessful at least in his appeal in 
getting an attorney's fee, granted 
because the legislature never in- 
tended to throw obstacles in the 
way of an employe who desired to 
appeal

Of Nose Is 


Rhinitis 


Catarrhal 
Condition 


Usually Follows a 
Change in Weather

RHINITIS, OR nasal catarrh, as 


it la more commonly called, la an 
annoying inflammation of th^ lin- 
ing of the nose. It is usually preva- 
lent at this time of the year when 
there are sudden changes in the 
weather, with marked rise and fall 
of the temperature. 


The doctor speaks of catarrh of 


the nose aa either "acute" or 
"chronic". 
Acute catarrh is the 


"running nose", characteristic of 
the head cold. Sometimes it is the 
forerunner of some more serious 
Infection of the upper air passages. 


An inflammation of the nose does 


not always end as such. The germs 
of the infection may spread to the 
' throat and ears. It may even spread 
to the bronchial tubes, leading to 
bronchitis and sometimes ending in 
broncho-pneumonia. 


As I have indicated, acute rhini- 
tis or acute nasal catarrh may fol- 
low exposure to cold and dampness. 
It may result from the breathing 
of hot, dry air or inhaling irritat- 
ing vapor and dust. Lack of sleep, 
wrong airjngr and faulty hygiene 
are factors which prepare the way 
for this annoying condition. 


Severe Cases 


If the inflammation spreads to 
the throat, its victim complains of 
hoarseness. 
In a severe case, the 


inflammation may extend to the 
larynx, producing complete loss of 
the voice for a few days. 
There may be chills and fever, 


with a general feeling of illness. 
Fortunately, the ailment lasts only 
a few days. With rest in bed, the 
drinking of copious, amounts of 
water, and perhaps the application 
of a suitable antiseptic to the nasal 
passages, recovery is hastened. 


Unfortunately, not all cases ter- 
minate in so satisfactory a man- 
ner. Too often the Infection leads 
to complications, perhaps involve- 
ment of the nasal sinuses. It may 
develop into chronic catarrh, with 
a persistent and stubborn nasal 
discharge and dropping of mucus 
into the throat. £ ometlmes there 
develops an initat'ng- and painful 
cough. 


It Is wiae to get rid of the acute 


cold aa quickly aa possible. 
To 


permit it to run on leads to a low- 
ering of the general health. No 
doubt it is often the underlying 
factor in chronic arthritis, neuritis 
and other disorders.

Helpful Hints 


On Vegetables 


By ALICE LYNN BARRY 


CONTINUING OUR discussion 


of the proper cooking of vegetables, 
let's take a look at the red and 
green vegetables, since we have 
disposed of the yellow and white 
groups. Food scientists tell us that 
vegetables contain certain acids— 
brought out by cooking. In the red 
vegetables, such as beets and red 
cabbage, for example, the acids 
help to preserve their redness. 
It so happens that if the water in 
the locality in which you live Is 
alkaline, this very fact will cause 
the vegetable coloring to fade. 
Therefore, red cabbage may be 
cooked with the addition of a very 
small amount of vinegar, lemon 
juice or tart apples added to the 
water. This will supply the acid 
that might not have formed in the 
vegetable itself during cooking1, and 
will help to keep the color clear 
and good. 
Tomatoes, likewise, darken in 


color according to the length of- 
cooking time. You have noted how 
bright they are when broiled under 
the flame for a few minutes, and 
how light their flavor. And you 
perhaps recall how dark tomatoes 
are when cooked in a sauce for 
spaghetti, with the flavor more 
pronounced. 


"Problem Children" 


However, the real "problem chil- 
dren" of the vegetable kingdom arc 
those with green coloring—for they 
lose this color so easily and then 
arc not particularly attractive to 
eat. Why do green vegetables lose 
color and what can be done to pre- 
vent it? 
When the green type is 


subjected to heat, its own acids, 
plus the heat, brings about discol- 
oration In proportion to the time 
limit of cooking. Green vegetables 
should be cooked in tap water, 
without a caver and for as short 
a time as possible, merely until 
they can be pierced with a fork. 
Tender, young and very fresh green 
vegetables lose less of this green 
coloring 
because they can 
be 


cooked quickly and a small amount 
of water used. This is true be- 
cause the vegetables themselves 
contain considerable moisture and 
their self-contained acids do not 
have an opportunity to act to any 
extent. 
Why do the older green 


vegetables need more water In 
which to cook aside from the fact 
that they are not quite as full of 
natural moisture? It is because 
the aforementioned vegetable acids 
developed during the process of

boiled.

"Good government, either state 


or local, must require not only 
;ood laws but an attitude of care- 
ful administration of those laws," 
the governor said. "Local public 
conscious of the advantages of a 
officials and taxpayers generally 
of the state have become more 
pay as we go policy and its .appli- 
cation to all units of government." 


He asked the federation, the leg- 


islative council 
and 
all 
public 


groups and citizens to study the 
possibility of adopting rigid "pay 
as we go" policy in counties, cities, 
school districts and all other mitt 
divisions of government. 


In somewhat of a reversal of his 


stand on the financial activities 
of the 1937 legislature, the gov- 
ernor had this to say in the course 
of his talk: 
"It has been pointed out, by 


those who, for various' reasons, 
would criticize, that the 
grand 


total of appropriation 
made by 
the last legislature was the great- 
est in the history of the state. It 
Is true, and I take pride, as I be- 
lieve all of the members of the 
legislature do, in the fact that 
practically all of the increase is 
for the humanitarian activities of 
the social security program." 


In previous 
public utterances 


Governor Cochran criticized the 
legislature for increasing his rec 
ommended budget. He refused to 
sign the appropriations bill, per- 
mitting it to become law without 
his signature. 


Me told his listeners the state's 


'sound fiscal

five cardinal points: 


Resistance to pressure groups 


seeking 
g r e a t e r expenditures. 


Constitutional and legislative lim- 
itations upon spending by local 
subdivisions of government.

ROYAL HIGHLANDERS 


WANT APPEAL VOIDED 


Ask Dismissal of Action of 


Wiseman Asking Hearing 
on Surplus Distribution. 
The Royal Highlanders filed a 


motion in district court Monday 
asking dismissal of the appeal of 
Gilmore E. Wiseman from orders 
of the department of insurance of 
Oct. 21 and 25 relating to a dis- 
tribution in excess of $1,500,000 of 
the surplus of the 
Highlanders. 


It is contended by the Royal High- 
landers that the orders are not 
final or appealable and that the 
matter before the department in 
which they were entered, is still 
pending. 
, 


'The Royal Highlanders further 
contend that the department of 
insurance was without jurisdiction 
to enter such orders and that the 
orders of March 10, and May 4, 
1937 permitting the Royal High- 
landers to transform to a mutual 
legal reserve life insurance com- 
pany, the department completely 
exercised and fully executed its 
power under the provisions of tha 
statute permitting the department 
to make such orders with refer- 
ence to distribution of existing or 
future surplus as may be just and 
equitable to the policyholders. 


By such 
orders, 
the 
motion 
states, there should be no distri- 
bution of surplus as a part of the 
transformation, but that the funds 
should be held and administered 
and distributed according to the 
contract and bylaws of the society. 


Acting upon this authority the 


members voted t h e r e o n and 
amended articles were filed May 
4 and the company was licensed 
by the department of insurance aa 
a mutual legal reserve life insur- 
ance company. The company hav- 
ing- exercised its jurisdiction, could 
not later open the matter and 
make further orders with regard 
to such transformation, after the 
same had been fully carried out 
and concluded. 


This order, it says, was final, 


and was not appealed from within 
the 20 days set for appeal and it 
has long since expired. The board 
of directors has not taken final 
action and the plans for distribu- 
tion will be submitted when such 
are finished. 


Wiseman appealed from the or- 


der of the department claiming 
that it fixed no time, or method 
for disposal of the surplus. He 
had asked for a hearing and for 
a definite order of distribution of 
the surplus. He claims that he was 
denied a hearing on the matter, 
and the orders entered in October 
were allowed to stand.

Many Indication* That King 


George Expects Daughter 


to Be Successor. 


LONDON. (Copyright by UP). 
"If I am even queen the flrat thing 
I will do will be to make a law 
that people can't ride or drive 
horses on Sunday. Horses must 
have holidays." 
Princess Elizabeth turned her 
blue eyes to her teacher and made 
that pronouncement when, while 
learning the able ol British Icings 
and queens, she was told that one 
day 
she 
probably would 
be 
monarch of the empire. 
Such at least is the story that 
has delighted London. And cer- 
tainly there is this truth In it— 
that the 11 year old Elizabeth in 
all probability will become queen, 
that she is well aware of that fact, 
and that already she is being 
trained for the throne. 
Only the birth of a son to King 
George' and Queen Elizabeth could 
prevent the princess from suc- 
ceeding her father. That is an ex- 
tremely 
unlikely 
event. 
Queen 
Elizabeth is 37. Elizabeth 
was 
brought into the world by a 
Caesarian operation. Before Mar- 
garet Rose's birth, the queen was 
"straved"—scientifically—so 
that 
the baby would be small. 
There have been many indica- 
tions that the royal couple expect 
Princess Elizabeth to ascend to 
power. 
Offiical prayers for the 
royal family are "For the king, 
the queen, Princess Elizabeth, and 
other members of the royal fam- 
ily." 


Melded For Queenship. 


As she is only 11, the molding 


of her character for queenship is 
being done now almost 
imper- 
ceptibly. Later will come more 
rigorous and demanding education, 
when the princess wilt have to 
learn sbout diplomacy and world 
economies so that she may advise 
with her statesmen. 
In contrast with the iron dis- 
cipline and cri^elly strict training 
by Queen Elizabeth and Victoria 
that darkened their childhood, the 
little princess' "school days" now 
are bappy and pleasant.. 
Her father and mother, fearing 
she might become spoiled and too 
haughty if she did not have the 
company of oner children of her 
age, desired her to be sent to a 
school. Her grandfather, George V, 
stopped that plan. He knew there 
were many things she -would have 
to learn that could only be taught 
privately. 
The princess is taught 
;by tutors in the palace. Maragret 
Rose, however, is evpected to go to 
some select young ladies' school. 


Margaret Rose, 7, is aware of 
the differences. The story is told 
that one evening at bedtime, she 
^.grumbled because she had to pray 
-for Elizabeth, while Elizabeth did 
' not have to pray for her. 
Elizabeth is said to be an alert 
but not exceptionally 
brilliant 
pupil. She learns easily. hSe has 
a good memory, particularly for 
faces— a characteristic of the royal 
family. 


First Daughter to Review. 


The king and queen took the 
princess with them to the corona- 
tion naval review of Spithead last 
summer. It was the first time any 
British king had taken his daugh- 
ter to a review of the fleet. On 
other lesser occasions, such as the 
presentation of flags to regiments 
and the unveiling of memorials, 
Elizabeth has accompanied her

MAY ELIMINATES CLUTCH 


Device Seems to Have Re- 


moved Vibration. 


WOBCHESTEK, Mas*. Uf>. Pas- 
sengers scon may ride on clutch- 
less gasoline motor buses that are 
virtually free from vibration. Ex- 
periment* are being made here 
with a new type of bus—an adap- 
tation of the turbine principle— 
which eliminates the necessity of 
a clutch. The speed is controlled 
by the speed of the engine. How- 
ard R. Whitney, general manager 
of the Worcester railway, co-op- 
erating In the experiments with 
the General Motors corporation 
which designed the new equip- 
ment, explained the Invention. 
The motor, when speeding, runs 
a pump 'that ahoots a liquid 
against a "fluid flywheel." The 
faster the motor runs, the greater 
the fluid pressure and the greater 
the bus speed. At idling speed the 
motor does not generate enough 
pump pressure to move the fly- 
wheel and the bus remains sta- 
tionary. To start the bus, when 
the motor is idling, Whitney ex- 
plained, 
the 
operator 
merely 
speeds his engine. To stop he re- 
verts to idle speed and applies the 
brakes. To .reverse he uses a gear 
shift. Vibration appears to have 
been eliminated, he added.

Dear Mary Gordon: I'm one of 
those shy people you read so much 
about and seldom see. I guess I'm 
born 50 years too late—in 
the 
olden days it was no crime not to 
have all the self assurance in the 
world. But now you're a misfit 
because you dread meeting people 
and don't know what to say when 
you do meet them. I can't go out 
and get the kind of job I know 
I'm capable of holding because I 
haven't the self confidence to ask 
for it, and to stand up for myself 
and tell my qualifications. 
What can a fellow da?—Handi- 
capped. 
A. Meaning shyness is a handi- 
cap, I suppose? But that is not 
strictly true. It may be a help. 
It may even lead to your becoming 
famous some day. 
An article in the Family Circle 
tells how various notables of the 
day were painfully shy and per- 
haps on that very account became 
what they are. Helen Hayes, the 
actress, says Dr. William Moulton 
Marston, the psychologist, was 
shy and is still retiring. She found 
that she had no fear of people 
when separated from them by the 
footlights. 
And says the doctor, 
"An odd fact about shy people is 
that they stay shj1 np matter how 
bold and knowing they may seem 
in their work." 
Charles Lindbergh had an un- 
usually 
strong shrinking 
from 
purely social contacts. One way to 
attract people, if you cannot do it 
in the usual way (by social talk 
and manner) is to use some trait 
in your nature to accomplish some- 
thing people will admire. 
Lind- 
bergh used his physical daring to 
fly an_uncharted air course. 
Greta Garbo is also listed as an- 
other shy person. 
"She doesn't 
know what to say to her admir- 
ers," says Marston, "so she says 
nothing. The silence and apparent 
indifference 
give the 
effect of 
modest queenUness. She seems su- 
perior to ordinary feminine respon- 
siveness and thus her natural shy- 
ness is misinterpreted as love su- 
periorly 
instead 
of 
Inferiorty. 
That's one way that shy women 
allure men." 
The late Texas Guinan, origin- 
ally shy, became rude, dominant, 
cave womanish, hoydenish, tom- 
boyish, rough and very ready. 
Some men do the same thing. 


The wife of the president was 
also shy, and felt gawky and em- 
barrassed, never knew what to 
say to boys, dreaded dances and 
her favorite aunt told her she was 
the ugly duckling of the family.
